28. (currently amended) A method of automatically recording Intemet activity 
performed by a user on behalf of a client of the user, comprising: 

initiating, by the user, a client session by opening an Intemet browser window; 

automatically prompting the user for a user identifier and at least one of a client 
identifier and a client matter identifier: 

denying access to the Intemet until the user identifier and the at least one of the 
client identifier and the chent matter identifier is provided by the user; 

providing, by the user, at least one of [[a]] the user identifier and [[a]] the at least 
one of the client identifier and the client matter identifier; 

during said cli e nt s e ssion, performing at l e ast on e resp e ctiv e Intemet activity by 
the user on behalf of the client; 

for at l e ast on e of th e at l e ast on e p e rform e d Int e m e t activity, automatically 
generating a r e sp e ctiv e start time value based at least in part on at l e ast one of a start time 
d e fin e d by wh e n th e us e r b e gins p e rformanc e of the r e sp e ctiv e at l e ast on e Intemet 
activity^; 
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automatically generating aed a completion time value based at least in part on a 
completion time d e fin e d by wh e n th e us e r completes p e rformanco of the r e spectiv e at 
least on e Litemet activity; 

for each of th e at l e ast on e p e rformed Int e rn e t activity, automatically generating a 
respectiv e an activity record corresponding to the r e sp e ctiv e Internet activity performed 
by the user between the start time and the completion time ; 

automatically storing a session record comprising activity data bas e d at l e a s t in 
part on e ach generat e d tim e valu e , e ach g e n e rat e d activity r e cord, and th e at l e ast on e of a 
us e r id e ntifier and a cli e nt matt e r id e ntifi e r including the start time value, the completion 
time value, and a listing of pages and files accessed by the user while performing the 
Intemet activity ; 

automatically generating at least one of a bill and a report based at least in part on 
said session record; and 

forwarding, to the client, the at least one of [[a]] tiie bill and [[a]] Ae report; 

wherein th e us e r id e ntifi e r and th e cU e nt matt e r id e ntifi e r corr e spond to th e cli e nt, 
md the at l e ast on e Intemet activity compris e s a r e qu e st for data fi^om a publicly 
availabl e includes accessing at least one of publicly-available pages and files via the 
Intemet location . 

29. (currently amended) The method of claim 28, wherein the user performs a 
plurality of Intemet activity activiti e s, and the plurality of Intomot activiti e s compris e s 
fiirther includes transmitting a request for data fi-om a publicly availabl e via the Intemet 
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location , and at least one of data entry of a network address, data entry of a URL, data 
entry of at least one search term, data entry of at least one data instance, selection of a 
hyperlink, a data transfer, and an input device event.

32. (currently amended) The method of claim 28, wherein generating at least one 
of the bill and the report is bas e d at l e ast in part on said s e ssion r e cord, cat e goriz e d by 
includes sorting the session record by at least one of the client identifier, the client matter 
identifier^ and the user identifier.

34. (original) The method of claim 29, wherein the activity record includes 
information identifying at least one of network addresses accessed by the user, times of 
URL entries made by the user, a list of search terms entered by the user, captures of data 
instances accessed by the user, selections of hyperlinks by the user, data transfers made 
by the user, and input device events performed by the user. 
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35. (currently amended) The method of claim 28, wherein the user performs a 
plurality of Internet activity includes activiti e s, and th e plurality of Int e rnet activities 
compris e s data entry of a URL, selection of a hyperlink, and ah input device event. 

36. (original) The method of claim 35, wherein the activity record includes 
information identifying at least one of times of URL entries made by the user, selections 
of hyperlinks by the user, and input device events performed by the user. 

37. (original) The method of claim 28, wherein the client session is initiated on a 
computer that is connected directly to the Internet. 

38. (original) The method of claim 28, wherein the one respective Intemet activity 
is not restricted to activity with a particular content provider. 

39. (new) A process of automatically recording Intemet activity performed by a 
user on behalf of a client of the user, comprising: 

providing a computer with conmiunication connection to the Intemet; 
beginning a client session by launching a Web browser program on the computer; 
automatically prompting the user for user identification information and at least 
one of client identification information and client matter identification information; 
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allowing the browser to fetch information via the Internet only on receipt of the 
user identification information and the at least one of client identification information and 
client matter identification information; 

entering at least one request for information via the Internet though use of the 
Web browser program; 

ending the client session; 

automatically generating a session record of the cUent session, wherein the 
session record includes an indication of the time duration of the client session, and a 
listing of all requests for information entered during the cUent session; 

automatically generating at least a portion of a bill based at least in part on the 
session record and on a billing rate for the user; and 

sending the bill to the client. 

40. (new) The process of claim 39, wherein the request for information includes 
entry of an URL in the browser request field. 

41. (new) The process of claim 39, wherein the request for information includes 
clicking on a hyperlink. 

42. (new) The process of claim 39, wherein the request for information includes 
downloading a file. 
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43. (new) The process of claim 39, wherein ending the cUent session includes 
closing the browser application. 

44. (new) The process of claim 39, further comprising automatically generating a 
session report based at least in part on the session record. 

45. (new) The process of claim 44, wherein the session report includes the listing 
of all requests for information entered during the chent session. 

46. (new) The process of claim 45, wherein the session report includes an access 
time indication for each listed request for information. 

47. (new) The process of claim 45, wherein the session report includes a time 
duration indication for each Usted request for information. 

48. (new) The process of claim 44, fiulher comprising storing the session report. 

49. (new) The process of claim 45, further comprising retrieving the stored 
session report for use in a second client session. 

50. (new) A magnetic storage medium, comprising instructions that are readable 
by a processor and that cause the processor to execute the process of claim 39.
